--of the French schooner Promise, of 
Dunkirk, on Maren 22 last. Mr. For- 
rest, representing the Bourd of Trade, 
read the statement of Skipper Murlin 
describing the rescue, and- the story 
modestly told, as becomes a brave 
created a profound Tae 
The statement was as follows: ‘On 
March 22 last, when off the Faroe ILs- 
lands, we sighted a vessel flying sig- 
nals of distreas, and on nearing ;-he¢ 
we found her to be the French schoon- 
e~ Promise, of Dunkirk. Leaving my 
vessel in. charge of my second hand, * 
George Rawlinson, with instructions 
to him to keep as close to us as pos- 
sible, we launched our boat, and man- 
ned by our boatswain, Robert Apple-/ 
spare hand, John Willian | 
Thorpe, and myself, we boarded the 


‘Primrose, and tound her in a. very 


disabled and, sinking condition, her 
bulwarks, hatches,-and boats having 
alj been washed away, and her pumps 
broken and useless. Some of her sails 
hed been nailed over the hatechways 
in .order to ket out the water, but 
the seas constantly breaking-over her 
had more than half filled the vesscl. 
Her crew had been pumping for over 
thirty hours, and were completely 
done:up, whilst her captain had hurt 
his. foot, and one of the sailors had 
been injured by a falling spar. The. 
captain begged me to take them ail 
ofi. We therefore proceeded to do. 50, 
but ‘her crew, consisting of .18 hands 
all told, necessitated our making: five 
trips to the schooner ‘before we couid 
transfer the whole of them to our ves- 
sel;: The weather was very bad~during 
the whole of the dime, and ther@ was 
running, but we found 
great assistance by using oil-bags, 
both when in the boat and aboard 
the trawler.. A hurricane, which had 
been blowing for 30 hours prior to 
our sighting the schooner, had driven 
us 30 miles out of our course, othev- 


» wise we should not have seen her. 


My second hand did all that was pos- 
sible to! assist us in the rescue, by 


-ably manocuvring my vessel whilst I 
-was off board’ of her.

$5,000,000 LOCK. - 
Great Admiralty Undertaking‘at Ports- 
- mouth, England. 

The Admiralty have sanctioned the 
plans for the construction of the new 
lock at. Portsmouth dockyard. The 
lock, which is to cost.a million sterl- 
ing- of. money, will be 861 feet long 
and 121‘ feet wide, with-a depth of 50 
feet. The ‘consideration of :the plans 
has extended over about two years, 
as there were several difficulties in 
connection with the site. An eminent 
civil engineer “was called in foy con- 
sultation, but after considering his 
report the Admiralty have decided to 
accept the scheme proposed by their 
own engineers. The lock will be cut 
through the present coaling point of 
the dockyard, take in a part of No. 3 
ship basin, and enter the large basin 
that has an area of twenty-two acres. 
The work, which is to b2 done by con- 
tract, will take about two years to 
complete. At present it is impossible 
to get the ‘Dreadnought in or out of 
this basin,.except at extremely high 
tides, owing to that vessel’s width and 
depth, and the peculiar shape of her 
hull. The existing locks are too nar- 
row, and: the ship has to be taken in 
by a circuitous route. All this will 
be obvinted by the new lock, which 
will enable the big ship to be taken 
at any state of the tide. The new 
Icck, too, will hold two Dreadnoughts 


J at once.

VETERAN OF THE GUARD { 


‘KING EDWARD'S RECOGNITION 


OF RECORD ARMY SERVICE. 


Sorgt.-Major Elliott Joined the Royal 
Regiment In 1842—Served In the 
Crimea Trenches—Wreck3d on the 
Premier—Helped Storm the: Redan, 
and Took Part In ‘the Relief of 
Lucknow. 


A veteran of the Guard, Sergt.- 
Major Robert Elliott, who claims the 
longest continuous service of any man 
still serving in the army, has b2cn 
the recipient of the Royal Victorian 
medal. ‘Sergt.-Major Elliott’s record 
extends as far buck as January, 1842. 
In a letter:written by order of the 
King to Lord Allendale, the captain 
of the King’s Bodyguard and Yeornan 
of the Guard, ‘forwarding the Royal 
Victorian medal, His Majesty writes: 

The King is glad to have this oppor- 
tunity of conferring the medal: upon 
him, not. only on*account of his dis- 
tinguished -military service, but -be- 
cause also he occupied the position 
of sergeant-major of the Yeomen of 
the Guard on the oc :1sion of His Ma- 
jesty’s inspection of that body. 

The veteran is now in his 8Ist year, 
and resides at Bat’ rcea. Narrating 
the chief incidents of his long career 
to'a corréspondent, he said: “I ‘was 
born in Tipperary in 1826. My father 
was a Peninsula man who gained nine 
wounds during that campaign, and 
soldiering was in my blood. I used 
to listen to my father’s stories and 
then dream of soldiering and guns. [ 
wag only fifteen when I joined the 2nd 
Battalion of the Roya] Regiment, and 
only four months later I was sent off 
to North America. I was with the

right wing of the Royals when the 


wreck of the Premicr transport nearly’ 


put a stop to my soldicring.. We es- 
caped with our lives, be lost every- 
thing else. I had just got home from 
the West Indies when off we had to 
go to the Crimea, where we landed 
in April,-1855.. Yes, weshad some stir- 
ring times there. I served in the 
trenches, and one of. the’ sharpest 
fights’ I recollect was that in the rifle 
field facing the Redan. It lasted only 
twenty minutes, but it was - tough 
work. I was in the attack on.the quar- 
ries in June, and took part in 
The Storming of the Redan. 

After the war I returned to Ing- 
land, and joined the Military Train, 
now the Army. Service Corps. In 1857 
we embarked for China, but. when we 
got as far as the Straits of Malacca 
we-were ordered to proceed at once 
to India on account of the Mutiny. 
We were the first regiment to. land, 
and we had plenty to do. whilst there. 
1 was with the fore which relieved 
Gucknow, an event which I shall nev- 
aw forget; I served with the field force 
ander Sir James Ovtram, which held 
‘he Alum Bagh so long. [ was pres- 
ont at the Azim Gurk relief. and the. 
sapture of Ingdespore. and in almost 
laily engagements with the rebels un- 
dar Omar Singh. 
[. saw no more active service, and 


“altimately joined the Yeomen of the 


Guard, in which I now hold the high- 
ast position—that of messenger and 
sergeant-major. This corps is carried 
4a in the old-fashioned style of cen
